If the P. of 0. came only to make Propoſals for rooting out of Popery and Slavery, and thoſe 
ſuch as your Loruſhip fays, I do own that | ſhould be like enough to join with him therein; for 1 ama 
hearty lover of my Religion and Liberty, would with all my heart put my hand to Propoſals or a Peri:ior 
of that nature, if legally managed, and in any meaſure likely to take Effect : But becauſe I have rot 
ſeen thoſe Propoſals, I mult guels at the Methods propoſed for the rooting out of Popery, &c. by your Lord- 
ſhip's Letter.
